Corsicana Traffic Safety Director Guy 


Rushin agrees that this is a "marvelous 
idea," but adds that getting the striping is 
not all that easy. 


Rushin says that the city has requested 


four-lane striping for the 15th St., but that 
the State has pointed out that the street 
cannot be so striped until the city passes 
an ordinance designating the street a four- 
lane street and, thereby, prohibiting 
parking along the sides of the street.

Teacher aides, who are a part of the staff 


rather than the faculty, are paid according 
to their job description and not their ex- 
perience, acting Supt. Euin Frank ex- 
plained. 


Frank noted that some aides do indeed 


possess the qualifications you mentioned, 
but he maintained that they are hired to do 
a specific job which differs from the 
professional staff. 


The requirements for a teacher aide, 


which is paid according to H. B. 1126 at 
Pay Grade I, is "some high school or a 
high schoolgraduate." Duties according to 
that description are to "assist teachers 
and :"''V olerk." 
"Ouraide jobs in all our schools ate jobs 


that fit the job description of Pay Grade 
I," Frank said, "and which pay category 
they go into is judged by the job descrip- 
tion, not other qualifications." 


Frank said the current method of 


operation is the one that "best suits our 
needs," and that teacher aides are being 
paid for the job they are performing. 


Frank noted also that he has not 


received any feedback from aides that 
would have indicated to him that they were 
dissatisfied. 


Pay Grade I pays $4,300 for 10 months 


work, with automatic increases for each 
year's experience. After one year, it goes 
to $4,450 a year, to $4,610 for two year's 
experience, and so on.

A big 10-4 was given to the 


purchase of 20 CB radios for 
sheriff department cars and 
county 
official's 
vehicles 


Monday at a meeting of the 
Navarro 
County 
Com- 


missioners Court. 


The 20 CB's were purchased 


from the low bidder, Sound 
Plant of Corsicana. The CB's 
cost $121 each which included 
an antenna and installation of 
the radios. 


Twelve of the radios are for 


sheriff department cars for use 
in coordinating fire fighting 
efforts 
in the county. The 


sheriff's department has been 
designated the place to call if a 
person is unaware which fire 
department to call in his area. 


The sheriff's department will 


coordinate fire fighting units at 
the scene and will call in other 
fire departments if they are 
needed. In this way, the com- 
missioners hope, the'county will 
save money by cutting down on 
unnecessary fire trucks at a 
fire. 


CBs WERE ALSO approved 


for 
all 
four 
county 
com- 


missioner's vehicles, the county 
judge's county-owned car, the 
two JP cars and the weight and 
measurement auto. 


Dunn explained 
that 
the 


weight and measurement auto 
was a Department of Public 
safety vehicle and that two 
years ago the county had 
equipped all DPS cars with CB 
radios. "This is just a follow 
up," Dunn said. The vehicle was 
delivered to the county two 
months ago. 
Officer 
Albert 


Fisher, who is with the DPS 
license and weight department, 
will be using the auto, Dunn 
said. 


Judge Dunn said that he 


needed a radio because "I am 
out in all areas of the county and 
I plan to use one to coordinate 
any kind of emergency that 
might come up" Dunn added 
that he will use his radio in 
conjunction with the sheriff and 
any other unit in ah emergency, 
but most 
probably 
in the 


daytime for fire fighting. 


Dunn said the JP cars will be 


outfitted with radios "because 
of the emergency aspect". They 
are out in the county and we will 
have two more sets of ears 
available for coverage. 


DUNN 
AND 
THE 
four 


commissioners presently have 
radio communications with the 
courthouse via radios in their 
vehicles. The JP's also have 
radio equipment in their cars at 
present. 


The sheriff's department cars 


were having radios installed 
before the commissioners court 
gave final approval to the Sound 
Plant bid Monday. Dunn said 
that because of the number of 
units to be installed he had 
given Sheriff Jerry Shelton 
permission to install the units. 
He said that he and Shelton had 
gotten together last week and he 
bad approved the Sound Plant 
bid as the low bid. 


The Commissioners also gave 


Sheriff

Shelton 
per- 


mission to buy a base unit for 
the sheriff department if he had 
the extra money in his budget. 
The request for the base unit 
came from Robert Owen who 
came before the commissioners 
to explain the React program,

released by the committee as 
the city moves toward the 
celebration. 


WALKER reported that his 


committee had completed its 
work and will now act as a fund- 
raising body for the landscaping 
of the City Government Center, 
a project that has been turned 
over to a joint committee 
comprised of the city's three 
garden clubs and represen- 
tatives of city government. 


Noting that the landscaping 


was a phased, on-going project 
that could take as much as three

The Corsicana Police Department is 


now placing juveniles caught in- 
toxicated from sniffing glue in the 
county juvenile detention center for 
five 
hours, basically the same 


procedure adults go through when they 
are charged with public intoxication. 


This is part of police effort to combat 


the rising number of glue sniffing cases 
in Corsicana. Their efforts are also 
directed towards slowing down the 
rising crime rate among juveniles, in 
particular, juveniles involved in theft. 


Seven juveniles were handled in 


February for public intoxication, and 
all had been sniffing paint. 


"WE HAVE to try to find something 


to slow it down," Police Chief Don 
Massey said, concerning the increase of 
paint sniffing. 
"We can't let the 


problem keep increasing," he added. 


In the past those juveniles caught 


intoxicated from sniffing paint were 
released to their parents. Now they are 


f. 


booked for public intoxication and kept 
in the juvenile detention center at the 
County Jail for a minimum of five 
hours, just like adult offenders, Massey 
said. He said he hoped that the shock of 
being handled like an adult offender 
would discourage the kids from repeat 
offenses. 


"It makes an impression on them," 


Massey said. 


Juvenile Officer Lewis Palos said 


that he has gone to some schools to talk 
to children about the dangers of sniffing 
paint; suffocation and brain and lung 
damage being the most dangerous 
effects. 


"KIDS GO through depression just 


like adults. They have problems they 
want to talk about," Palos said. "Some 
parents don't tell a child they love them 
and a child can't assume like an adult," 
he added. 


"Parents have a sixth sense and 


know when something is wrong with 
their child," Palos said. If a parent 
notices the child''- riMitudo change, a 


drop in grades or a drop in attendance 
in school the parent should try to find 
out what the problem is. If a parent- 
suspects a child is sniffing paint, Palos 
said, they may contact the Police 
Department and he will try to help. 


PALOS POINTED out that there is a 


city ordinance which forbids the open 
display and sale of chemicals or 
compounds which have certain toxic 
ingredients. "This includes spray 
paint," Palos said. He indicated that 
police may have to crack down on 
stores which sell spray paint. 


There have been 56 juveniles handled 


for various offenses in the month of 
February compared to only 30 handled 
in December and 42 in January. "With 
the summer coming on I think it will get 
worse," Palos said. 


Two juveniles were handled in 


connection with two burglaries of 
business and four juveniles were 
handled in connection with a stolen 
vehicle in February, Palos said. 


Tiioro have hrr1" f't'ht 


handled in connection with shoplifting 
and all eight were between the ages of 
15 and 16, Palos said. 


Four more juveniles were handled for 


misdemeanor thefts, Palos added. 


Palos 
said 
that he handled 16 


runaways in February and 12 juveniles 
for disorderly conduct, mostly for 
fighting at school, he said. 


"I DON'T think our juveniles are any 


worse than anybody else's," Massey 
said. "Having a full time juvenile of- 
ficer makes the number of cases look 
higher because we are able to spend 
more time on juvenile cases," Massey 
said. 


Palos said that with summer coming 


on there will probaly be an increase in 
juvenile crimes. He asked parents to 
keep their children busy by giving them 
a job around the house if the child 
cannot find a paying mob. He also 
uJ.-'sed parents to be aware of where 
their children are and who they are 
with.

CHANTABURI, 
Thailand 


(AP) — "I didn't want to live 
in a Communist country.... I 
don't know what will happen to 
me now, but I'd rather they 
shot me here than go back," a 
30-year-old chopper pilot who 
escaped from South Vietnam 
said today.

Laotian flies 
to freedom 


BANGKOK, Thailand (AP) - 


A Laotian officer has flown a 
light observation aircraft into 
Thailand in the second airborne 
escape from Communist In- 
dochina this week, the Thai In- 
terior Ministry said today. 


The ministry said Lt. Sun- 


thorn Mongkamsee of the Lao 
air force landed his U.S.-made 
119 "Birddog" Tuesday at an 
air base in Sakon Nakhon, 340 
miles northeast of Bangkok. 


He escaped from the Mekong 


River town of Savannakhet, 
about 60 miles from Sakon Nak- 
hon, and reportedly told Thai 
officials he could not tolerate 
living under Communist rule. 


On Monday, a South Vietnam- 


ese pilot stole a helicopter and 
flew his wife, four children and 
a mechanic to Thailand. 


Details of the Laotian offi- 


cer's escape were-not known. 
The ministry said Sunthorn was 
a pilot of the former Royal Lao 
Air Force but continued to fly 
after the Pathet Lao takeover. 


The ministry said Sunthorn 


would be charged with illegal 
entry into Thailand and was un- 
der interrogation. The aircraft, 
numbered 7343 and presumably 
among those given to the for- 
mer government by the United 
States, was being kept at Udorn 
air base in the northeast, the 
ministry said.

Near him 
in a police station room were 
liis 28-year-old wife, his four 
children, aged 3 to 9, and a me- 
chanic. 


Together they had made the 


first known air escape from 
South Vietnam since last May's 
Communist takeover. 


"I don't know what my fate 


will be, but I would like to go 
to the United States," Ho said. 
He said his family had rela- 


tives in the United States and 
"a best American friend — a 
godfather," 
called 
Clarence 


L'Hommedieu in Ocala, Fla. 


Ho said that many people he 


knew in South Vietnam wanted 
to escape because "at least we 
tiad something better before 
than now." Ho talked of a lack 
of freedom, but his major com- 
plaint was economic, saying 
prices were going out of control 
and that many items could only 
be purchased on the black mar- 


ket. 


Ho's escape, by his account, 


was a combination of several 
months of meticulous planning 
and "much luck." 


The slightly-built officer said 


the new regime was suspicious 
of him but badly needed his 
skills as a test pilot of U.S.- 
made helicopters, something he 
had done in the army of the 
fallen Saigon government. 


Like other officers of the for- 


mer regime, he was sent to a 


reform camp near his home in 
the Mekong Delta town of Can 
Tho last July. He was allowed 
to visit his wife once a week — 
on Sunday evenings — and oc- 
casionally he was summoned to 
test out a helicopter. 


Normally, there was an "es- 


cort" along on his test flights. 
But for two months he asked 
his wife and children to wait at 
a predetermined spot every 
time one of his missions came 
up — just in case. 


Last Monday, for some un- 


known reason, there was no es- 
cort. Only a mechanic friend, 
Sgt. Nguyen Van Thang, 27, 
was aboard when the author- 
ities told him to test a newly- 
repaired UH1 "Huey" chopper. 


Ho said he took off from an 


air field in Can Tho and picked 
up his wife and children in an 
open rice field about a mile 
away. Only after the pickup did 
he tell the apparently willing 
mechanic of his plan. 


From Can Tho to Chau Doc 


— a distance of about 70 miles 
— was no problem, he said, 
since he was flying his assigned 
route. But before he reached 
the Cambodian border town, Ho 
veered off and brought his craft 
down to almost ground level, 
often brushing tree tops in 
aerial acrobatics designed to 
avoid detection by radar and 
gunners. 


Flying 30 to 150 feet off the 


ground, Ho made a 60-mile 


dash for the sea. Then he 
skirted the Cambodian coast- 
line flying even lower over the 
calm waves until he reached 
the Gulf of Siam and Thailand. 


He was headed for the U.S. 


Air Force base at Utapao, but 
with only 10 minutes showing 
on his reserve fuel tank, he set 
the helicopter down in a rice 
field 130 miles southeast of 
Bangkok.

Market hits 
1,000 twice

NEW YORK (AP) — For a 


few 
high-spirited 
moments, 


Wall Street basked in the glow 
of a 1,000 reading in the Dow 
Jones industrial average. 


The popular measure of stock 


market trends touched that lev- 
el for the first time in more 
than three years Tuesday at 
mid-morning and again early in 
the afternoon. 


It wound up settling for a 4.96 


gain at 993.70. But at its mid- 
day peak of about 1,001 it had 
reached a new milestone for 
Wall Street's dramatic recov- 
ery from the gloomy, doubtful 
days of only 15 months ago. 


The average has risen more 


than 400 points since then, with 
the latest chunk of about 175 
points packed within the last 
three months amid the heaviest 
trading Wall Street has ever 
seen. 


Market analysts agree that 


the 1,000 figure's impact is 
largely emotional. 


"It has no actual signifi- 


cance, but round numbers can 
be 
very 
important 
psy- 


chologically to the market," 
said Saul Smerling at Standard 
& Poor's Corp., a major in- 
vestment advisory firm. 


"And 1,000 is about as round 


a number as you can get." 


The direct beneficiaries of 


the market's resurgence have 
been the estimated 25 million 
Americans who own stocks and 
mutual funds, and the people in 
the brokerage business, which 
had its own private recession in 
1973 and 1974 when many other 
industires were just beginning' 
to feel the pinch. 


But if the economic system 


works the way it is supposed 
to, the return to health of the 
stock market holds out poten- 
tial good tidings for the whole 
economy as well. 


An investor with profits rath- 


er than losses, obviously, is 
more likely to be shopping for 
a new car or shoes or a house 
he might not have been able to 
afford before. 


And such increased demand 


theoretically means more pro- 
duction of goods and services, 
and more jobs.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


For an entire day, Patricia 
Hearst's attorney and a govern- 
ment witness waged a verbal 
battle that was a virtual stand- 
off — and left the defendant all 
but lost in the war of words. 


Miss Hearst, on trial for a 


terrorist bank robbery, heard 
her name mentioned fewer than 
a half-dozen times Tuesday, 
prompting U.S. District Court 


Judge Oliver J. Carter to sigh 
at one point, "We're losing 
sight of the Hearst trial." 


Her attorney, F. Lee Bailey, 


and psychiatric expert Dr. Joel 
Fort traded thinly veiled insults 
and lengthy questions and an- 
swers tinged with sarcasm on 
matters dealing with Fort's at- 
titudes and qualifications. 


Bailey was expected to com- 


plete his cross-examination of 


State coach in the college's his- 
tory to win 20 games in each of 
his first two seasons. The Ti- 
gers are 21-8 this season and 
finished second in the Metro-6 
tournament last week in Louis- 
ville.

Hearst, kidnaped by the SLA 
two months earlier, found an 
excitement in the underground 
that she had never known and 
embraced it vigorously. 


He testified Tuesday that he 


received a "death threat last 
week. The threat was if I testi- 
fied for the U.S. government, 
I'd be killed." 


Bailey asked, "Where did the 


threat come from?" 


"I wish I knew," Fort re-

Betty Ford 


is political asset 


to the President 


WASHINGTON (AH) - The 


young fashion coordinator for 
Herpolsheimer's 
department 


store in Grand Rapids thought 
she was marrying "a nice, qui- 
et lawyer." 


Today, more than 27 years 


later, the young lawyer is Pres- 
ident and Betty Ford is in the 
White House, rated by a nation- 
wide poll as doing a better job 
as first lady than he is as chief 
executive. 


Soft-spoken but candid, Betty 


Ford has spoken frankly about 
her first, brief and unhappy 
marriage; the difficult years 
that led her to a psychiatrist; 
and her latest crisis, an oper- 
ation for breast cancer. 


She has faced 
questioners 


firmly and spoken her mind on 
pre-marital sex, abortion, mari- 
juana and women's rights. She 
often relates the answers to her 


own family, and it has made 
her believable. 


She has been criticized and 


congratulated for her candor. 
Yet almost without trying, her 
friendly, easy manner has won 
her unexpected popularity. 


Even President Ford has 


been surprised by the way vot- 
ers respond to her on issues on 
which she openly disagrees 
with him. 


When she discussed the prob- 


lems of pre-marital sex in a na- 
tionally televised interview last 
August, the President jokingly 
said he thought she had cost 
him 20 million votes. 


But in this election year, the 


President has welcomed her to 
his campaign, and when they 
appeared together in the New 
Hampshire primary in Febru-

ary, Mrs. Ford got spontaneous 
ovations that matched the Pres- 


ident's.

job or yours prevent us from 
being ourselves?"

Being ladylike has never re- 


quired her silence. In inter- 
views, she has faced difficult 
questions.

first marriage" to William 
Warren, a Grand Rapids furni- 
ture company representative. 


She was asked about mari- 


juana and said frankly she was 
sure her children had tried it. 
"I think children try every- 
thing." 


And she just as frankly ad- 


mitted it was a struggle to 
bring up four children with a 
busy 
congressman 
husband 


away much of the time. 


Eventually, she said, the 


strain brought her to a psy- 
chiatrist who "persuaded me 
that I shouldn't give up every- 
thing for my husband and chil- 
dren, but had to think about 
what mattered to me." 


She was in favor of the Su-

alizing abortion. 


And she told an interviewer 


she wouldn't be surprised if her 
daughter, Susan, came to her 
one day and told her she was 
having an affair. If that hap- 
pened, she said, she would offer 
counsel and advice. 


Susan felt free to say why 


she would never marry a politi- 
cian: "I have seen my mother 


go through too much. Having to 
raise four children by herself 
was just murder. And I hope

she has been left at home with 
everything on her shoulders

But most impressive was Bet- 


ty Ford's forthrightness 
in 


making public the fact about 
her breast cancer. It was dis- 
covered six weeks after Ford's 
inauguration, and despite the 
fact it is one of those cancers 
people frequently keep hidden 
she talked about it frankly and 
publicly. 


Thousands of women rushed 


to get breast cancer checkups 
and the problems of mastecto- 
my were openly discussed.

!he wife of Canada's Prime 
minister destroyed the flower 
girl in her, "the best part of 
me" would be gone.

marriage to Pierre Trudeau, 29 
years her senior, the flower girl 
is still at war with the role of 
statesman's wife.

month when Mrs. Trudeau, a 
27-year-old mother of three 
sons, broke diplomatic etiquette 
several times, during the prime 
minister's Latin America tour. 
She proposed an unscheduled 
toast in Mexico, wore a Liberal 
Parly T-shirt at a public rally 
in Cuba, and sang, at a state 
banquet, a song composed for 
the wife of Venezuelan Presi- 
dent Carlos Perez.

Mrs. Trudeau was largely 


closeted in privacy for three 
years after her top-secret mar- 
riage in March, 1971. Until two 
years ago she was basically an 
unknown quantity, a silent and 
pretty face that seldom ven- 
tured out into the public do- 
main. 


Only once in those three 


years did she grant a full-scale 
interview, and in it revealed 
herself as a "thoughtful radi- 
cal" and a loving type with an 
appreciation for the natural 
things in life. 


More clues to her personality 


began lo emerge when she en- 
tered tlie 1974 general election 
campaign, despite Trudeau's 
earlier pronouncement that the 
lliought of using her in an elec- 
tion was repugnant. 


In September 1974 she spent 


ten days in a Montreal hospital 
for what she herself described 
as "severe emotional stress." 
She had undergone, she said, 
"a bloody revolution" in her 
mind. 


A month later, in a long tele- 


vised interview, she discussed 
her case, said her marriage to 
a public figure was "a total ca- 
tastrophe in terms of my identi- 
ty." 


"I prepared myself for mar- 


riage to Pierre Trudeau," she 
said. "But I didn't prepare my- 
self for my marriage to the 
prime minister." 


She criticizes what she calls 


the social stigrna surrounding 
psychiatric care, and admits 
she was very frightened when 
she went to the hospital know- 
ing she was "now classified as 
emotionallv ill." 


Her week is split between of- 


ficial and private tasks and al- 
! hough she prefers to do her 
own housework, she accepts 
!hat this is impossible in the of- 
ficial prime ministerial resi- 
dence. 


Feminists, she says, should 


realize that some women prefer 
the profession of housekeeping. 


"Sometimes 
the 
women's 


movement lacks grace and I 
think women have been blessed 
will i grace." 


"I think the family is a very 


important part of society and I 
would hate to see it die," she 
said in Jamaica last year.

nant and given life, I find that 
personally I really believe a 
child to be alive from the mo- 
ment it is conceived — that's a 
mixture of spiritual and physi- 
cal feeling.

Energy officials look at NC 
campus for possible project 


The Navarro College grant 


proposal to develop a training 
program 
for solar 
energy 


technicians received a boost 
Friday, when a representative 
from the Energy Research and 
Development Administration in 
Washington visited the campus 
to evaluate college capabilities 
for implementing the project. 


A group of area businessmen 


and civic leaders joined the 
college staff for a luncheon at 
which the grant proposal was 
discussed by college president 
Kenneth P. Walker. The ERDA 
representative also spoke to the 
group regarding the general 
energy problem in the United 


States and the specific impact 
which the development of solar 
energy could have in providing 
an alternative to our dwindling 
supply of earth-based energy 
sources. 


Dr. Walker explained that the 


Navarro College proposal is the 
first such proposal in the United 
States, and if funded would 
result in bringing to Corsicana 
and Navarro College scientists 
from throughout the United 
States to serve as consultants. 


Walker said that other in- 


stitutions recently learned of 
the Navarro College proposal 
and 
are 
now 
submitting 


proposals in competition. In 


order to protect the Navarro 
College interests, he said that 
he would not be able to give 
details on the project until such 
time as it might be approved. 


Walker said he had asked for 


support from Rep. Olin Teague 
who is chairman of the Science 
and Technology Committee. He 
said he personally visited with 
Teague in Washington 
and 


received assistance and support 
for the Navarro College project. 


Walker said the proposal has 


received 
favorable 
response 


from ERDA officials and that 
preliminary 
indications 
look 


good for eventual approval, 
which could take six months or 
longer. 


School survey outlined

June 15th has been set as the 


delivery date for a report on 
school district needs to be 
conducted by a North Texas 
State University educational 
consultant and school district 
personnel. 


Talking yesterday with school 


board members and school 
administrators, 
Dr. 
E.V. 


Huffstutler detailed the four- 
part survey he hopes to com- 
plete within 20 working days. 


The first section of the report 


will deal with a prospectus and 
projection of population and 
other trends in the city of 
Corsicana, with an eye toward 
the kind and types of students 
the district can expect in the 
future. 


Dr. Huffstutler said he will 


attempt 
to 
anticipate 
that 


growth over a 10 year period. 


THE SECOND SECTION of 


the study involves a look at the 
current educational program, 
with consideration of specific 
areas including desegregation, 
the middle school programs and 
vocational programs. 
From 


that study he will make specific 
recommendations 
for 
any 


changes or upgrading he feels 
necessary. 


Dr. Huffstutler stressed the 


fact that his recommendations 
will be only those attainable by 
the district and that school 
trustees will be the ones to 
decide whether or not the 
district actually pursues those 
recommendations. 


He noted that he has had 


school boards 
adopt 
entire 


studies as written and other 
districts which adopted none of 
the 
recommendations 
but 


rather used the study as a 
reference point for planning. 


A prime focal point in this 


section, he said, will be a 
projection of manpower needs 
of Corsicana schools, rather 
than a "building needs" survey 
such as was done in 1964. 


The third section of the report 


will deal with school facilities 
and suggestions about building 
and space utilization. 


"I try and think of school 


buildings as workshops for 
students and faculty," 
Dr. 


Huffstutler said, "and we will 
try and view the needs from 
that standpoint." 


The recommendations 
from 


this section, he said, will state 
what he thinks needs to be done 
and explain why. 


The fourth section of the 


report will deal with financing 
these recommendations within 
the present tax base, he said. He 
noted that predicting the tax 
base 10 years from now is not 
entirely possible, but that useful 
projections can be made. 


"The 
by-product of your 


staff's participation is going to 
be worth as much as the report 
itself," Dr. Huffstutler said. 
"The report itself should be 
taken as more a frame of 
reference than a commitment 
to a specific course of action." 


In previous, similar studies, 


he noted, the report has also 
been 
led 
to 
a 
"planning 


management system," which 
he indicated was important for 
any district to have. 


"We're going to look at a lot of 


options before we make our 
final recommendations," 
Dr. 


Huffstutler told board members 
Mrs. Doris Gillen and Dr. 
James Price. "But mainly it 
will contain concise, down-to- 
earth recommendations as to 
how best to move toward your 
goal of a first class, high quality 
and 
fully accredited 
school 


system." 


The study will cost the district 


about $3,000.

Welfare Dept. 
has 
a new 


classification by which it can 
"register" these homes upon 
approval of parents. 


Previously, any 
home or 


large scale child care facility 
needed a Slate license to legally 
operate. According to 
Mrs. 


Caudle 
this 
often 
imposed 


undue hardships 
on people 


keeping a small number of 
children whose parents ap- 
proved of the day-care en- 
vironment. 


Now, instead of continued 


Welfare 
Dept. 
monitoring 


through licensing, Mrs. Caudle 
delivers a registration blank to 
people keeping less than six 
children. These people then turn 
the form over to the parents 
who, then certify that their 


children are being well cared 
for. 


Mrs. Caudle explains that the 


registration allows the parents 
to see certain criteria they 
should be looking for in day care 
facilities and then determine 
whether 
their 
facility 
is 


adequate for their child. 


While registration replaces 


licensing for the smaller child 
care facilities, Mrs. Caudle 
notes that most of this county's 
child care units, large and small 
scale, are already 
licensed 


under the former requirements. 


Mrs. Caudle says that she has 


already 
visited 
many such 


licensed facilities that now 
qualify for registration and has 
left them with the proper forms 
for the parents to complete. 


She notes that compliance 


with State law is especially 
evident in Corsicana, but that 
she estimates 25-30 child care 
facilities in the rest of the 
county 
that 
have 
not 
yet 


received any kind of approval. 


Mrs. Caudle hopes that these 


places

registration since that is more
